CHINA. 
The following extracts from the reports of the Chinese Imperial : 
Railwa Maritime Customs indicate possible openings = 
saucy for trade :—The Commissioner at Ichang says 


that in May last year a survey for a line of 
railway from Ichang to K’uei-chou-fu vid Hsing-shan-hsien was 
completed and submitted to the Viceroy. The route, which 
follows what is called the “North River” for the greater part of 
its course, is considered quite a practical one, and presents few 
difficulties beyond tunnelling for short distances. 

Regarding the proposed railway from the provincial capital— 
Nan-ch’ang—to Kiukiang, the Commissioner at the latter port 
reports that surveyors are at work, and there seems some hope that 
the work of laying down the line will be begun during the present 

ear. 
; According to the Commissioner at Wuchu, in order to provide 
funds for the proposed Anhwei Railway, the gentry and merchants 
have agreed upon a voluntary levy of 2 candarins 5 li on every 150 
catties of rice exported. The railway itself is destined to penetrate 
in a south-westerly direction as far as Kuang-té-chou, and will 
thus tap some important districts in the hinterland on the south 
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CHI N A—continued. 


bank of the river. Surveys on the southern side are progressing, 
and, should all go well, the next four years should see the comple- 
tion of this portion of the undertaking. On the northern side 
there is also a project to lay lines northward, with the view of a 
connection with the Honan railway system. 


The Acting Commissioner at Changsha states that it is probable 
Light-draught that the provincial authorities will free both 
tenant river and lake channels of shoals and rocks 
between Changsha and Yochow. While waiting 
for this much-tc-be-desired improvement, it may, he says, be pro- 
fitable to point out that the shipping companies have not as yet 
put steamers on this run which are best suited for the work. 
During the past winter the river has not fallen below three feet, and 
launches drawing even more than that have been running practi- 
cally the whole time; so that there has been nothing to prevent 
steamers of, say, two feet draught, doing the same. Even if for a 
few trips little or no cargo could be carried, the passenger traffic 
alone would be profitable, and regular service of very light-draught 
steamers, carrying passengers only, between Hankow, Changsha, 
and Hsiang-t’an could, in the opinion of the Commissioner, be 
maintained the whole year round, and would earn handsome 
profits.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Ecuador.—In his recent report H.M. Consul at Guayaquil (Mr. 
A. Cartwright), draws attention to the fact that merchants in the 
interior of Ecuador have, in recent years, begun to trade consider- 
ably with Europe direct, in preference to drawing their supplies 
from Guayaquil. The imports consist generally of German manu- 
factures, the commission houses of Hamburg, &c., consenting to 
make up cases and invoices of mixed goods, in almost retail quan- 
tities, so that frequently an invoice of 10. to 201. will consist of 
all kinds of articles, from cutlery, to silks and laces. The orders 
are taken by agents of the German firms resident at Guayaquil 
who visit the interior towns with a very complete assortment of 
samples and catalogues. The merchant naturally pays at a higher 
rate for his merchandise under these conditions, and the system of 
credits given by the German firms exposes them to frequent and 
sometimes heavy losses, which they could not support if it were 
not for their higher profits. This system of doing business has 
decreased the trade of Guayaquil with the interior, and has also 
affected the trade with the United Kingdom, as British merchants 
do not appear to caré for this class of business. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,685.) 





GERMAN COMPETITION IN EGYPT. 


With reference to the article respecting German competition in 
Egypt, published in the “Board of Trade Journal” of 2nd 
August, pp. 205-9, the following further particulars on the subject 
are extracted from the August issue of the ‘“ Journal” of the 
British Chamber of Commerce of Egypt :— 

‘There is no doubt that the German has been greatly assisted 
by his steamship companies, and by the better facilities he 
possesses for quoting through rates from the factory to Egyptian 
ports. The regular lines running between London, Manchester, 
Liverpool and Alexandria . . . are banded together .. . 
identical freights being charged by each member. On the other 
hand the lines working between Germany and Egypt 2% 
have all been in active competition with each other, the result to 
the German manufacturer being obvious. It is true that a state- 
ment recently appeared in the Press to the effect that the 
companies trading between the Continent and the Mediterranean 
and Black Sea Ports had arrived at a ‘ mutual understanding,’ but 
even if the shipowners succeed in stopping the cutting of 
rates, the German has had the benefit of cheap freights for some 

ears. 

ne It is, we believe, practically impossible for a merchant or 
agent, who requires a rate e% English port for some special 
article, to obtain a quotation on this side from the steamship 
company, it being necessary to refer such enquiries to England.

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The representative of a German house, however, can not only 
immediately ascertain the charge from a German port, but also, by 
merely referring to a freight book, quote a through rate from 
almost any station in his own country to any port in the Levant. 
This advantage is certainly one of some moment when a buyer 
requires a prompt quotation. 

‘“‘ Another point which certainly bears upon the question of price 
is the fact that the German manufacturer is, in many instances, 
more willing to deal direct with Egypt than his English 
confrére. 

“ During the past year or two, the number of German creditors 
figuring in the failures dealt with by the Egyptian Courts has 
been largely on the increase, and it is just possible that this fact 
may have been partly responsible for the decreased shipments by 
Germany last year. Egypt is by no means a country in which 
credit can be given in a wholesale manner, and our friends are, 
apparently, now learning the lesson. 

‘“ A further point tending to assist the German in his efforts to 
secure trade here is the consistency with which he quotes c.i.f. 
prices. The European as well as the Arab customer, naturally 
prefers to know exactly how much his goods are to cost him along- 
side the quay, rather than to have sundry uncertain charges added 
to his invoice after the actual price of the article has been given to 
him.” Referring to an instance of this, which he gives, the writer 
adds:—‘‘ The German manufacturer who wished to charge for 
extra finish, packing, postage and bank commission would have 
included all these expenses in his original quotation for the 
goods, and the invoice would simply have contained one item. 
The two methods amount to precisely the same thing in the long 
run, but the latter has the great advantage of satisfying, instead 
of annoying, the customer. If owing to a lack of knowledge re 
freights—though we should imagine this deficiency could be 
remedied—a home manufacturer is unable to quote c.i.f., then 
we would suggest that all charges, other than freight and insur- 
ance, be merged in the price of the goods.” 

On the question of the rate of commission paid to agents, the 
writer says :—‘‘ With every manufacturer ‘a law unto himself,’ it 
is obviously impossible to lay down any hard and fast rule, but we 
think we are not very wide of the mark in stating that the German 
figure is usually nearer five per cent. than the rate paid by the 
English house. In cases, too, where list prices are identical, eg., 
in ironmongery goods, the discounts allowed by Germany to a 
merchant who buys for his own account are on a more liberal 
scale than those granted by Great Britain, and it is thus easy to 
see that even an English firm here will often endeavour to place 
the foreign article on the market.”

The following are the 
principal provisions of the ‘General Act,” so far as regards 
importation, exportation, coasting trade, &. :— 

Goods of foreign origin are, as a temporary measure, to pay on 
their entry into Morocco a special tax of 24 per cent. ad valorem. 
The number of cattle which each Power has the right to export 
from Morocco is increased from 6,000 to 10,000. The Govern- 
ment are authorised to introduce a statistical and weighing due at 
a rate not to exceed 1 per cent. ad valorem, on goods transported 
by coasting vessels. The coasting trade may be carried on, by 
vessels of any nationality, in goods and animals of every kind; 
except horses, mules, asses and camels, for which a special permit 
will be required. No export duties are to be levied on articles so 
transported, but they are to be subject to the special duties and 
regulations governing the coasting trade. Goods subject to export 
duty are not to be shipped by coasting vessels except on deposit, 
at the port of shipment, of the duties which would be leviable if 
the goods were exported. 

The value of the principal goods taxed by the Moorish Customs 
Administration shall be fixed annually, on the basis of the cash 
and wholesale value of the goods, by a Committee composed of 
representatives of the various Governments; with whom shall be 
associated ‘‘ honorary members,” residents in Morocco, appointed 
in numbers proportionate to the trade of the various nations. 

A permanent Committee, styled the ‘‘ Customs Committee,” is 
also to be appointed, for a term of three years, to watch over the 
working of the Customs Administration, and to suggest improve- 
ments in that administration to the Moorish Government. This 
Committee is to consist of nominees of the Moorish Government, 
of the Diplomatic Body, and of the State Bank, who are em- 
powered to add to their number one or more representatives of the 
Customs Administration. 

The ‘‘ General Act” requires the master of a vessel coming from 
a foreign or a Moorish port to deposit a certified copy of his 
manifest at the Custom-house within 24 hours of his receiving 
pratique; such manifest to state the nature and origin of the 
cargo, together with the marks and numbers of the cases or other 
packages. fPersons clearing goods through the Customs, whether 
for import or export, are required to file a detailed statement 
specifying the kind, quality, weight, number, size, and value of 
the goods ; also the kind, marks, and numbers of the packages. 

The importation of arms and parts thereof, ammunition (loaded 
or unloaded), gunpowder, saltpetre, guncotton, nitro-glycerine, 
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Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations.

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
a copy of a Decree, dated the 26th June, 
pera or tena providing for the encouragement of industries 
of Industries. = and agricultural enterprises in Ecuador. The 
following are the principal provisions of this Decree, so far as 
regards imports, &c. :— 

The importation, free of all fiscal and municipal duties, of swine 
for breeding purposes, and of seeds and plants for planting, is 
authorised for a period of ten years. For ten years, from the Ist 
January, 1907, import duties and surcharges on manufactured 
goods imported into Ecuador shall not be reduced in any case where 
similar goods are manufactured in the country; while the duties 
on raw materials required in such industries shall not be raised 
during the same period. Similarly in the case of a new industry 
being started in the country, there shall be no reduction of the 
duties on manufactured articles of the same description, and no 
increase in the duties on the raw materials required in the in- 
dustry, for ten years after the starting of the industry. 

Goods manufactured in Ecuador may not be taxed to a greater 
extent than 50 per cent. of the total import duties and surcharges 
levied on similar foreign goods. Goods produced from raw 
material grown in Ecuador shal] not be liable to any tax whatever 
for ten years from the Ist January, 1907, except in the case of 


sugar cane and tobacco products.

ECUADOR. 
Referring to the notice on p. 173 of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
atetenen ation of 26th October last, the following particulars 
won a et ae relating to railways under construction and 
eceartetrsn projected in Ecuador are taken from the 
J a recently-published report of H.M. Consul at 
Guayaquil (Mr. A. Cartwright) :-— 

The principal stations on the Quito Railway after passing 
the tropical districts are: Huigra and Alausi (two points at 
which roads start off for Azogues, Cuenca, Gualaceo, &c.), 
Guamote, Colta, Cajabamba (where all goods to and from Quito, 
Ambato, Latacunga, &c., are delivered and received) and 
Riobamba, the last station opened. 
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The advance works of the railway are being pushed on with 
activity, and it is reported that it should reach Ambato by the 
month of December. 

The Supreme Chief of the Republic is said to be treating with 
the Railway Syndicate for the continuation of the line beyond 
Quito, towards the confines of Colombia, and for a branch line 
from Huigra to Cuenca. 

Other railway lines are projected, namely:—(1) That from 
Puerto Bolivar to Machala and the cocoa haciendas of that 
province, which has been built and is already running as far as 
the cocoa district of Pasaje, and is to be extended to El Guabo. 

(2) That from Bahia de Caraques to the cocoa district of Choné 
which has been partially built from the terminus for two or three 
miles in the direction of Choné, but is not yet in a condition to 
render any service in the conveyance of produce or merchandise 
of any kind. 

(3) That from the interior to the Amazonian regions, called the 
Curaray road, from the river of that name. No actual work has 
yet been done on this line, but American engineers are now 
occupied in laying out the route and drawing up a report as to 
the course of the line, and the prokable cost of the works. 

(4) A railway from Manta to Santa Ana. This is a private 
enterprise on a concession obtained by a local firm of German and 
Swiss nationality, to be carried from the port of Manta through 
the tagua and coffee districts of the northern part of the province 
of Manabi. It is said to have been taken up by a London firm. 

(5) A railway to Salinas on the Pacific Coast, close to the point 
of Santa Elena, to the north of the Gulf of Guayaquil, has been 
propused. This was carried through the Congress of 1904 by a 
Guayaquil lawyer, acting as the representative of a foreign syndicate. 
The project was based on the fact that large concessions of land 
along the line had been granted to the concessionaires, which land is 
especially adapted for the cultivation of cotton ; that in addition 
the line passes through a tract of country which i is prolific in pitch 
or asphalt wells (all of which were to be transferred to the company) ; 
that its terminus is at Salinas, from which place the salt supply of 
the entire Republic is obtained. In addition, the terminus would 
offer a fine port to serve for the landing of all passengers for 
Guayaquil and the interior, without the long and tedious trip up 
the Gulf and River of Guayaquil, and a splendid health and 
bathing resort during the hot or rainy season. The concession 
was granted, but so far nothing has been done in regard to 
carrying it out. 

(6) A railway from Santa Rosa to Zaruma. This was projected 
by a French syndicate and the Bill passed through Congress, 
but the works have not been carried out. The railway so far as 
can be judged, has little to recommend it.” (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,685.)

The mining area is said to extend over 
a million square metres, and the quantity of ore obtainable is 
estimated at 50,000,000 tons. A railway of one metre gauge 
connects the mining district with a harbour which will be 
constructed near Sagunto. This harbour will be accessible to 
ships of from 5,000 to 6,000 tons, and will be equipped to handle 
a load of 4,000 tons in 24 hours. 

The ore will not be able to compete, owing to the phosphorvs 
contained in it, with the ores of Bilbao and North Africa, but it 
will be a useful contribution towards satisfying the increasing 
demands by blast furnaces.

This value in 1905-6 of nearly 35,000,000 dols. exceeds materially 
the figures of any preceding year. It will be seen that practically 
all the diamonds imported into the United States, while the product 
of the African mines, are imported direct from European countries. 
In addition to the above totals, there were brought into the 
United States other precious stones, cut but not set, including 
natural pearls, to the value of 5,258,412 dols. in 1905-6, against 
5,624,701 dols. in 1904-5. 


According to a report by the United States Geological Survey, the 

amount of coke manufactured in the United 
Coke Production. States in 1905 was 28,777,794 tons (of 2,240 

lbs.) as compared with 21,125,986 tons in 1904, 
an increase of 7,651,808 tons or 36°22 percent. Asa result of 
the extraordinary demand created by the unprecedented production 
of pig-iron in nearly every iron-making district of the United 
States, the average price per ton advanced from 2°18 dols. in 1904 
to 2:52 dols. in 1905. In 1905 there were 519 coke-making 
establishments, which owned 87,564 ovens, against 507, owning 
83,599 ovens, in 1904. Of the total number of completed ovens 
in the United States in 1905, 3,159, or 3°6 per cent, were of the 
by-product recovery type, and the total amount of coke made 
in these ovens was 3,091,382 tons, or 10°74 per cent. ‘There 
were under construction at the close of 1905 4,751 ovens, of which 
4i7 were of the retort by-product type. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PHILIPPINES. 


The “ Engineering and Mining Journal ” (New York) reports that 
the Mining Department of the Philippines 
have explored certain areas and found thai 
deposits exist of ores of gold, copper, lead, iron

tungsten, and probably platinum. 
The actadl beginnings of mining, however, are insignificant so 
far. A little gold mining—quartz, placer and dredge—is going 
on, and a little coal is being taken out. 





CHINA—MANCHURIA. 


According to the ‘‘Japan Herald,” the Fushun coal mine in 
Manchuria; which is to form a part of the 
Japanese Government investment in the 
South Manchurian Railway, is believed to 
be one of the richest coal fields in the world. It is not 
an easy matter to even approximate the value of the deposits, 
but some idea of its value can be formed from the fact that 
the strata extends from 100 to 120 feet in depth, running 
about 10 miles in breadth. The quality of the coal is said to 
compare favourably with the best output of the Buzen and 
Chikuzen coal mines. There is also every facility for transportation, 
both by rail and by the Liao river. The price at which the coal 
is to be sold is not announced, but the cost of the article in the 
Shanghai market is estimated at 8.90 yen. This calculation is 
based on the following estimates :—1.2U yen for output per ton ; 
2.70 yen for freight charges to Dairen; 3.50 yen for freight from 
Dairen to Shanghai; and 1.50 yen for miscellaneous expenses. It 
is stated that the Japanese Government is considering the restric- 
tion of the daily output to about 3,000 tons, so as not to affect the 
mining enterprises at home by over-production.

Kapok. cotton tree) is a new article of export from that 
port. It has been enquired for from California, 
Liverpool and Belgium. The product is gathered from the districts 
jying along the coast between Guayaquil and Manta, at Puna, Bahia 
de Caraques and many other places. The price paid varies from 
12s. to 18s. per quintal (100 lbs.) wnt. cama The loss of 
weight in cleaning is about 50 per cent., consisting of oily 
seeds, parts of the pod and the inner core of the pod. There is 
no doubt, says Mr. Cartwright, that a very large quantity of this 
could be collected in the country, but for the fact that there is such 
a scarcity of labour, and also that the people in some of the dis- 
tricts where it is gathered find the manufacture of hats more 
remunerative. ‘The quantity of kapok exported is, so far, small— 
in 1902, 21 tons; in 19038, 23 tons; in 1904, 18 tons. (Foreign

UNITED KINGDOM. 


According to a report in the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette ”* 
of the 16th August, based on 7,894 returns, 


Labour Market in ViZ> 9,743 from employers and _ their 
July associations, 3,664 from trade unions, 393 from 


local correspondents, and 94 from other sources, 
employment in July was, on the whole, much about the same as in 
June. ‘There was some improvement in the shipbuilding trade, 
and some further decline in the boot and shoe and woollen and 
worsted industries. 

As compared with a year ago nearly all the principal industries 
showed an improvement. 

In the 272 Trade Unions, with an aggregate membership of 
595,637, making returns, 21,464, or 3°6 per cent., were reported as 
unemployed at the end of July, as compared with 3°7 per cent. 
at the end of June, and 5:2 per cent. at the end of July, 1905. 


The number of bales of cotton imported into the United Kingdom 
during the week ended the 9th August, 1906, 
Cotton Statistics, was 6,568 (including 26 bales British West 
Indian and 600 bales British West African), 
and the number imported during the thirty-two weeks ended the 
9th August was 2,236,749 (including 5,283 bales British West 
Indian and 4,828 bales British West African). As regards exports, 
the figures are, for the week ended the 9th August, 1906, 
4,849 bales, and for the thirty-two weeks, 232,609.

personality, Mr. Chang Chien, a native of Tungchow, in that 
district. 

Electric light has been introduced into the extensive Chinese 
suburb between the British concession and the city. At T’ang- 
chia-cha, a suburb of Tungchow, with water communication to the 
Yangtze, there is already established, and at work, a cotton mill 
of over 40,000 spindles for fine yarn, with English machinery, 
employing 2,500 hands, and capable of turning out 30,000 bales 
annually, for which a good market is said to be found locally. 
In the other mills there is machinery of German, American, 
Japanese, and some of Chinese make. There is a mill for 
extracting oil from cotton seed, the waste product of which also 
finds a good market as a fertilizer; a flour mill, with a capacity of 
74 million pounds annually ; a dyeing factory for cotton and silk 
fabrics; a canning factory for meat, fish, &c.; a factory for 
spinning and weaving silk; and what will eventually be a 
dockyard for building steam launches and their machinery, but 
has at present only the plant for boiler-making. Outside the 
South Gate of Tungchow there is a printing establishment for 
books and maps, and a soap factory. On the island of Tsungming, 
on the Yangtze, there is a cotton mill and a large brick factory, 
the latter employed in supplying bricks for »the numerous 
buildings still in course of erection. In addition to these 11 
establishments, 19 more are projected or in course of erection ; 
among them, a cotton-weaving factory is already sufficiently 
advanced to admit of the instruction of mill hands who will 
later carry on the work. All these factories are well built, 
worked by steam power, and lighted by electricity.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 


India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &e. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland are on view, and information . 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘T'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1908. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
* the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4. Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘Ihe ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
